The  thirteen  Northern  parishes  of  Deighton,  Dunnington,  ElvingtOn,  Escriclc,  Fulford, 
Heslington,  Kexby,  Naburn,  North  Duf field,  Skipwith,  Stillingf leet , Thorganby  and 
Wheldrake  are  supplied  by  the  York  Waterworks  Company  and  the  supply  continued  to 
he  satisfactory. 

The  five  Southern  parishes  of  Barlby,  Cliffe,  Hemingbrough,  Kelfield,  and  Riccall 
are  supplied  by  the  Pontefract,  Goole  & Selby  Water  Board.  The  improvement 
effected  by  the  Barlby  Booster  Station  is  maintained,  but  the  Balancing  Tower, 
under  consideration  at  Riccall,  will  provide  an  improved  supply  at  "peak  periods". 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  Village  scheme  for  North  Duffield  and  Skipwith  has  now  had  Ministry  permission 
to  proceed,  and  tenders  have  been  invited  - work  should  commence  in  the  early  part 
of  1971. 

The  small  scheme  for  the  Stamford  Bridge  area  of  Dunnington  has  commenced  - this 
will  mean  that  all  the  properties  forming  the  village  of  Dunnington  will  now  have 
sewerage  facilities. 

The  existing  disposal  works  were  under  construction  several  years  ago,  when  a 
further  54  acres  were  released  for  residential  development.  In  consequence, 
because  of  limited  capacity,  restriction  has  now  bad  to  be  placed  on  development, 
and  some  18  to  20  acres  have  not  yet  been  given  planning  permission.  Consideration 
is  being  given  to  this  problem,  and  the  Consultant  Engineers  are  investigating 
various  methods  of  providing  the  required  disposal  capacity.  The  East  Riding 
Planning  Department  is  being  consulted  regarding  the  likelihood  of  further  land 
releases  in  the  Dunnington  area,  to  enable  adequate  provision  to  be  made. 

Tenders  have  been  received  for  the  new  surface  water  sewer  for  the  village  of 
Dunnington;  this,  when  completed,  will  overcome  the  local  flooding  which  has 
occurred  in  the  centre  of  the  village  during  heavy  rain,  and  will  have  capacity 
for  the  surface  water  discharge  from  the  new  residential  development  to  the  North 
of  York  Street. 

The  24"  extension  sewer  at  Barlby  is  virtually  completed  - this  is  primarily  to 
receive  additional  surface  water  arising  from  industrial  development.  The 
Consultant  Engineers  are  preparing  the  joint  scheme  for  Wheldrake/Elvington  to 
replace  the  existing  arrangements  which  utilize  the  ex.  R.A.F.  disposal  works, 

West  of  Elvingtan  Village.  These  works  are  the  subject  of  complaints  regarding 
smell,  and  have  little  spare  capacity;  because  of  these  factors,  restriction  has 
been  placed  on  further  development  in  the  two  villages.  It  is  known  that 
difficulties  have  arisen  in  the  provision  of  a suitable  site  for  the  new  disposal 
works  but  the  Consultant  Engineers  are  carrying  out  their  investigations  with  all 
possible  speed. 

, 1l'. 

Apart  from  preliminary  design  work,  no  further  progress  has  been  made  on  the 
proposed  disposal  works  on  the  Naburn  site,  which  would  provide  facilities  for  any 
enlargement  of  the  York  University,  or  general  development  to  the  village  of 
Heslington. 

During  the  period  of  power  cuts  arising  from  the  Electricity  Supply  industrial 
dispute,  no  major  problem  occurred  at  any  of  the  various  pumping  stations  or 
disposal  works.  A portable  stand-by  pump  was  operated  at  Barlby,  but  the 
remaining  stations  were  able  to  meet  the  problem  by  wet  well  storage.  The  stand- 
by deisel  pump  at  the  Naburn  Hospital  was  not  brought  into  operation. 
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The  only  major  sewer  maintenance  problem  was  a blockage  due  to  an  accidental 
discharge  of  fat  from  a local  industry.  A specialist  contractor  was  engaged  to 
jet  and  winch  out  the  deposited  fat,  and  the  cost  of  the  work  was  met  by  the 
industry  concerned. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

Ihe  weekly  col  . action  of  refuse  from  residential  properties  adjacent  to  the 
highway  continues,  but  the  task  is  steadily  increasing  due  to  appreciable 
development  and  the  increase  in  bulk  of  ire  fuse  from  the  average  property. 

Dispr  ..  is  by  controlled  tipping  on  the  site  near  Wheldrake.  The  tip  is  well 
but  complaints  have  arisen  regarding  the  scattering  of  waste  paper 
de-  --  netting  screens  on  the  perimeter.  The  problems  of  tipping  20  cubic 

- refuse  during  gale  force  winds,  when  a large  proportion  of  the  refuse 
aboard,  paper  and  light  plastic  materials,  can  only  be  appreciated  by 
someone  who  has  been  involved  in  the  operation. 

In  addition  to  the  general  residential  development,  the  collection  from  the 
York  University  and  the  local.  Hospitals  hgs  increased  to  the  extent  of 
requiring  a vehicle  almost  four  days  each  week. 

The  collection  of  refuse  from  isolated  properties  is  carried  out  as  far  as 
possible  on  a monthly  basis.  The  present  .vehicle  employed  is'  an  open  truck, 
but  delivery  of  a Bantam  Karrier  is  expected  early  in  1971. 

The  industrial  dispute  involving  local  authority  employees  did  not  affect  the 
Derwent  area,  but  of  course,  the  revised  wage  rates  became  operative.  The 
Council  have  taken  further  steps  to  join  the  East  Riding  Area  Consortium , and 
it  is  anticipated  that  Work  Study  will  be  carried  out  on  Refuse  Collection 
duing  the  autumn  of  1971. 

There  are  still  73  pail  closets  remaining  in  the  various  villages  where  feewers 
are  not  available,  and  a weekly  collection  is  carried  out  by  the  Council's’ 
cesspool  emptier  with  a suitable  attachment.  The  provision  of  water  closets 
to  replace  pails  during  the  year  has  mainly  been  by  House  Improvement  Grants  - 
only  two  Public  Health  Act  conversion  grants  have  been  paid. 

.there  pail  closets  exist,  in  unsewered  villages,  every  effort  has  been  made  to 
persuade  owners  to  carry  out  the  provision  of  septic  tanks,  but  a number  seem 
to  be  determined  to  await  the  installation  of  main  sewerage. 


HOUSING 


During  the  year,  56  applications  for  Grants  were  received  and  42  were  completed. 

The  completions  consisted  of  26  Standard  Grants  (21  owner/occupiers  and  5 tenanted) 
and  16  Improvement  Grants  (14  owner /occupier  and  2 tenanted).  The  total  payment 
was  113,081.,  being  £4,788.  Standard  and  £8,293.  Improvement. 

The  effect  of  both  National  and  Local  publicity  is  showing  results  and  numerous 
renantive  enquiries  are  being  received,  which  will  no  doubt  be  followed  by 
formal  applications. 

• "otai  of  38  valuations  were  carried  out  during  the  year,  20  of  these  being 
: or  purchase  of  property,  and  18  for  loans  towards  the  cost  of  repair  and 
improvement.  ” - 1 i.  v 
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In  dealing  with  unfit  dwellings,  three  Demolition  Orders  and  two  Closing  Orders 
became  operative,  and  one  undertaking  was  accepted. 

Under  the  procedure  for  Rent  increases,  23  applications  were  received  for 
Qualification  Certificates.  It  seems  apparent  that  owners  have  not  familarised 
themslves  with  the  conditions  attached  to  these  Certificates,  as  virtually  all 
properties  required  repair  to  be  completed  before  the  Certificates  could  be  issued. 


COUNCIL  HOUSING 

Council  dwellings  were  completed  at  Barlby  (8);  North  Duffield  (2);  Riccail  (10); 
Stillingfleet  (2);  and  Wheldrake  (2),  bringing  the  total  to  853  dwellings. 

The  repairs  system  with  one  main  general  contractor  continues  to  operate 
satisfactorily  with  the  minimum  of  delay. 

Following  a report  on  the  general  condition  of  pre-war  and  immediate  post-war 
dwellings,  the  Council  have  resolved  to  concentrate  on  general  modernisation  arid 
improvement  to  these  dwellings,  and  reduce  the  capital  programme.  The  first  stage 
on  the  modernisation  programme  is  the  completion  of  four  pre-war  houses  at  North 
Duffield,  and  the  next  stage  is  likely  to  be  the  modernisation  of  Turnhead  Crescent, 
Barlby . 


MEAT  INSPECTION 

Four  slaughterhouses  are  licenced  for  slaughtering  of  animals  for  human  consumption 
Cliffe  (1),  Dunnington  (2)  and  Escrick  (1).  One  knackers  yard  at  Scoreby,  near 
Dunnington  is  licenced  to  deal  with  animals  not  for  human  consumption. 

The  total  number  of  visits  to  inspect  carcasses  is  over  350  - a total  animal 
throughput  of  3,410. 

The  amount  of  mean  condemned  is  only  5 cwt.  - mainly  offals,  no  evidence  of 
cystercercosis  was  found.

FOOD  PREMISES  & FOOD  HYGIENE 


Inspections  have  been  made  during  the  year  of  the  various  food  and  licenced 
premises  in  the  District.  Only  minor  points  arose  from  these  visits  and  were  dealt 
with  by  the  traders  concerned.  General  conditions  were  found  satisfactory. 


FACTORY  INSPECTION 

The  administration  of  the  Factory  Acts  in  respect  of  the  various  premises  in  the 
District  is  mainly  the  responsibility  of  H.M.  Factory  Inspectorate,  but  inspections 
were  carried  out  at  the  premises  where  the  District  Council  have  responsibilities.

the  Committee.

T:>e  Council  have  contracts  in  respect  of  approximately  140  agricultural  holdings 
and  the  Rodent  Operator  pays  regular  visits,  carrying  out  treatment  as  required. 
Council  installations  (refuse  tip,  sewage  works  etc. ) are  regularly  inspected  and 

created  as  necessary® 

Beninese  premises,  schools,  etc.  are  treated  on  request,  and  charged  on  a time- 

and-material  basis. 

1 -vie  presses  are  treated  free  of  cost  on  report  of  rats  or  mice. 

Is  considered  that  the  area  as  a whole  has  no  material  rodent  problem..
